In the desert 
they can go racing locally for $6 to $10 
all day, no restrictions and we are 
supposed to go two usually shortened 
motos and be content? 

My husband and I are just about 
ready to throw in the towel on what 
used to be a great family sport, that 
was always fun and at an affordable 
price. We are being ripped off and just 
sitting back and letting it happen, 
instead of doing something about the 
problem. By taking care of this 
problem we can insure that in the 
future we will still be able to enjoy the 
sport we all love.

San Jose Mile in danger 


Earlier this year, a neighborhood 
group calling itself the South Central 
San Jose Neighborhood Association 
petitioned the Santa Clara County 
Fairgrounds Board of Supervisors, 
protesting the increase in racing dates 
at the County Fairgrounds due to the 





closing of the San Jose Speedway. This 
increase‘ was for the super-modified 
autos, but the group is also dissatisfied 
with the motorcycle mile event. 

-One homeowner testified that he 
took readings of 112-115 DbA in his 
house (which was built near turns 
three and four of the mile oval) during 
races. He and the SCSJNA proposed to 
limit noise levels to 55 DbA (about the 
level of normal conversation... Editor) 
along with other curfew limitations 
and dust control measures. They are 
doing this despite the fact that their 
homes were built bordering the track, 
not vice-versa. 

Bob Barkhimer Associates, 
promoter of both motorcycle and auto 
racing at the Fairgrounds, has offered 
to build a sound barrier between the 
track and the houses. This has met 
with opposition from three fronts: 
l. County Noise Control Engineer 
Gerald Starkey has seemingly sided 
with the SCSJNA and thinks that 
building the wall “dedicates the Fair- 
grounds to racing;" 2. Supervisor Sig 
Sanchez supposes that Barkhimer 
would want a monopoly on all racing 
events at the Fairgrounds; 3. The 
SCSJNA views the wall as not aestheti- 
cally pleasing and a collecting board 
of grafitti. 

The Board of Supervisors hired 
Industrial Noise Service, Inc. to do 
acoustical tests during the racing 
season. Tests were done both on the 
track and in the neighborhood. The 
results were turned in to the fair board 
who will study them and make 
recommendations to the supervisors on 
Nov. 21. 

I, for one, do not want the mile to 
leave San Jose. This is a racing town! 
This year we hosted two AMA mile 
events, one half mile, six or more 
automobile races including the Johnny 
Key Memorial, and a half mile 
exhibition race that was held during 
the Santa Clara County Fair and 
packed in people just like an AMA 
National event. The San Jose Mile is 
viewed by fans, riders and journalists 
as The Mile. 

The mile needs our help. The 
SCSJNA is organized, but most fans do 
not know of the mile’s impending 
doom. Cycle News readers, especially 
the ones who live in Santa Clara 
County and have the power to vote for 
or against the supervisors, should

ITC finds Japanese not guilty 
of dumping, H-D disagrees 


An article in the Oct. 27 Wall Street Journal reported that the U.S. 
International Trade Commission has decided that the Japanese motor- 
cycle manufacturers have not injured the American motorcycle in- 
dustry market as charged by AMF subsidiary Harley-Davidson Motor 
Co. Involved in the "dumping" charges were Honda, Yamaha and 
Kawasaki. 

AMF officials expressed disappointment with the International 
Trade Commission's finding. : 

“We strongly disagree with this decision, which was made despite 
the broad evidence we presented that our Harley-Davidson 
motorcycle business has suffered severely since 1974 from unfair 
Japanese pricing practices,” stated W. Thomas York, AMF chairman 
and chief executive officer. 

The ITC study resulted from a finding by the U.S. Treasury 
Department that the three largest Japanese motorcycle producers — 
Honda, Kawasaki and Yamaha — have sold motorcycles in America at 
“less than fair value prices,” or prices below those charged for the 
same machines in Japan and other countries. 

“The Treasury's confirmation of AMF Harley-Davidson’s 1977 anti- 
dumping charges already has brought a move toward fairer price 
competition," Mr. York said. "Honda and Yamaha, for example, have 
increased U.S. prices about 30 percent over early 1977 levels, 
reflecting the commercial realities underscored by our dumping 
complaint.” 

The Harley-Davidson case also has clearly. established that the 
Japanese producers’ practice of cutting prices severely on prior-year 
models to reduce excess inventories ‘‘represents price 
discrimination,” he stated. It was this practice that Harley-Davidson 
cited to the ITC as the major reason for the injury to its business. 

In its testimony to the ITC, AMF alleged that unfair pricing of 
Japanese motorcycles had prevented Harley-Davidson from entering 
the U.S. market for middleweight motorcycles, forced it to cease 
production of lightweight machines and eroded its share of the 
domestic market for heavyweight motorcycles. 

John A. Davidson, chairman of Harley-Davidson, noted that all of 
the Japanese companies have increased their U.S. prices significantly 
since the dumping case was brought to bear and that Yamaha has 
given a formal commitment to the Treasury Department that it will not 
dump in the future. “Even though the ITC failed to find injury," Mr. 
Davidson stated, “this case has resulted in much fairer price levels in 
the U.S. market. 

“We will be keeping a close watch on what the Japanese firms do 
now, in the wake of the ITC ruling. Non-discrimination in pricing, and 
not protectionism, is what we have been seeking from the start. If 
dumping is resumed, AMF Harley-Davidson will have to consider a 
new effort to enforce the U.S. trade laws.” 

The Japanese firms were predictably pleased with the decision, yet 
brief in their statements. Kawasaki's response, voiced by spokesman 
Bob Moffit, seemed to summarize the feelings of all three Japanese 
firms. 

“Kawasaki was pleased with the unanimous decision of the 
International Trade Commission. (They entered a 4-0 decision... 
Editor.) We never felt that the domestic industry — of which we are a 
part since opening our Lincoln, NB facility — had been injured. We 
never intended to compete unfairly in the U.S. market, nor do we 
intend to do so in the future," Moffit stated. 

"Our main interest is to offer Kawasaki customers great 
motorcycles at the best possible price. We wish Harley-Davidson 
continued success in the motorcycle market," he concluded. 

Willy Tokishi of American Honda stated that Honda was “very 
pleased with the ITC's position,” and that the firm “only wishes to 
express its gratitude.” 

Russ Jura from Yamaha waived the opportunity to issue a 
statement saying, "The ITC will be issuing written opinions zuppoiting 
their votes. We'd like to see those before making comment.”

Husky 
rider George Hendricks took third 
in the Far West M.C. hosted event, 
ahead of Team Honda's Rick 
Munyon, and John Troutts. Don 
Sanford, winner of two Western 
Region National Enduros in the 
past four weeks, finished seventh. 


The San Gabriel Valley M.C. point- 


to-point D-37 hare and hound, which 
was to have been run from Mexicali to 
San Felipe on the Baja Peninsula, has 
been cancelled due to soaring 
insurance costs. 


According to Coca-Cola Motocross 
Finals press release, spectators 
at the Nov. 11 AMA/Toyota Super- 
cross Series finale in Anaheim 
Stadium can expect to witness 
riders, "blasting through the night 
like...laser beams...demolishing 
everything in their way...hurtling 
so far into space that the team 
managers have been warned to fit 
the faster riders with oxygen 
masks." Not only that, but “all air 
traffic has been routed away from 
the areas for the evening.” Tickets 
for this (literally) unbelievable per- 
formance ara available at Ticketron, 
Mutual, Malibu Grand Prix, Anaheim 
Convention Center Box Office or 
by mail at P.O. Box 1523, Laguna 
Beach, CA 92652. Prices are $6, $9, 
$12 and $15; children under 10 are 
admitted for half price.

Honda racing team manager Terry 
Mulligan claims Marty Tripes is 
under contract with American 
Honda to race the Anaheim 
Supercross. And since Honda is 
one of the sponsors of the race, 
things could get sticky. Goodwin 
has reportedly vowed to 
“retaliate” if Hannah and Tripes 
don't appear. As for Hannah, 
Yamaha will leave the decision up 
to him.

After arriving late and missing his heat race, 
Connecticut's Mike Baldwin ran away with the 
Formula 1 feature race at the Western Eastern 
Roadracers Association Grand National Final 


road race. 


Baldwin picked up the lead 12 
miles into the 75-mile race and 
rode strongly but conservatively 
to take the win over fast-rising 


Louisiana wunderkind Freddie Spencer, 
Dave Aldana, and Steve Morehead. 


Canadian Miles Baldwin starred in 
the two-day event also, winning the 
other 75-mile race, the Formula 3 
event for 250cc GP machinery over 
Dan Chivington and Bruce Patterson. 
Miles Baldwin also won the Formula 2 
race, for 350 and 250cc bikes. 


The Saturday portion of the event 
was devoted to heat races for all 
classes, and 24-mile final races for 
most production and some Superbike 
classes. 


The event was promoted by the 
National Sports Event Corp. and the 


Professional Riders Association. A 
$25,000 purse was put up, divided 
among 16 classes. 


In the Formula 1 heat, Freddie 
Spencer and Skip Aksland were dicing 
back and forth for the lead in the 
three-lap heat around Texas World 
Speedway's three mile road/banked 
oval course. On the last lap, two turns 
before they re-entered the infield and 
the oval, Aksland and Spencer hit oil 
on the track. Both slid out almost 
simultaneously when front ends 
washed out. Both were up in a hurry, 
and except for Aksland's sprained 
thumb, not injured. Dale Singleton 
went on to win the heat on his Taylor 
White Construction TZ with Steve 
Morehead (K&K Supply Yam), Dave 
Aldana (Team Dahmen Yam) and 
Harry Klinzmann (Yam) following 
him home. Billy Addington (1000 
Kaw) and Reg Pridmore, riding his

Vetter Kawasaki with a full fairing, 
were among the leading production- 
based bikes in the heat. 


Back in the pits, Erv Kanemoto 
worked hard on Spencer's ex-Gary 
Nixon TZ, which had swallowed dirt 
during the tumble. Later it was 
discovered that the frame was bent, so 
Freddie had to use his own personal 
TZ, also a Kanemoto-prepared 
machine. 

Aksland withdrew from the race, 
due to both the hand injury and more 
extensive damage to his bike. Skip's 
tuners, Bud Aksland and Terry Sage, 
spent the rest of the weekend working 
оп Morehead’s and Aldana’s 
machines. 

Baldwin arrived shortly after. the 
heat race was over but did not ride 
Saturday. During Sunday's practice 
session, Mike became concerned about 
tire wear. The same tire compound 
he's used at Mosport and Imola was 
wearing very fast due to the rippley 
surface of the high banked east turn 
utilized from the stock car oval. 
Baldwin called a Formula 1 rider's 
meeting after the regular rider's 


, meeting and suggested shortening the 


race from 75 to 50-60 miles due to the 
tire wear situation. The other riders, 
however, were using harder 
compounds which they felt would go 
the distance. They wanted to go 75 
miles, and Baldwin agreed to do it.

Dave Aldana led off the start of the 
feature race, but it was red-flagged, 
reportedly. when some of the second 
wave riders left with the first wave. 

Morehead grabbed the point on the 
second start, and after half a lap, was 
leading Aldana, Spencer, Baldwin (up 
from about an llth row start), and 
Klinzmann. 

Aldana took the lead on the 
following lap as Baldwin -also 
advanced one position. He passed 
Morehead on the following circuit, 
then took the lead from Aldana on the 
next lap. 

Singleton got up into the leading 
pack, running behind Baldwin, 
Aldana and Spencer, and ahead of 
Klinzmann, Richard Chambers - 
(Yam), Reg Pridmore, Curt Connell 
(Yam), Conrad Urbanowski (Yam); 
and Billy Addington (Kaw). 

By the 10th lap the order for the top 
three was set, with Baldwin leading, 
Spencer in second after passing 
Aldana on a short straight in the back 
section, and Aldana third. 


Morehead and Singleton were 
having an entertaining scrap for third, 
with flat tracker Morehead 
occasionally sticking his inside foot out 
through the corners. The duel lasted 
until just before the midway point 
when Singleton lost third gear, He 
pulled into the pits for a quick look at 
the sprockets, He came, back out. on

the track just in front of Baldwin and 
was soon lapped. “I never could get 
into the groove," said the Georgia Pig 
Farmer. 

Pridmore pulled out of the race 
before Singleton pulled into the pits, a 
victim of unknown maladies. 

Chambers started a move in the mid 
stages of the race that carried him past 
Klinzmann, but the top four were just 
too far in front to catch. 

Baldwin, riding fairly conservatively 
to save his tires, maintained а 15-20 
second lead over Spencer, who had 
more or less the same margin on 
Aldana. Morehead kept on going in 
fourth, more than half a lap in front of 
the next position. Singleton circulated 
in» seventh behind Chambers and 
Klinzmann. That's how they finished, 
with Curt Connell, Robert Wakefield 
(Yam) and Addington rounding out 
the top 10. Addington was first non- 
TZ. 

For his win, Baldwin collected 
$2,600 to wrap up his 78 road racing 
season. Sixteen classes paid money 
from the $25,000 purse. 

In the 75-mile Formula 3 race, 
Mark Jones and Bruce Paterson led the 
predominately Yamaha-mounted pack 
up- into the road course outside the 
oval. By the next lap, Jones had 
dropped back behind Paterson and 
Dan Chivington. Miles Baldwin made 
his appearance known quickly as he 
blasted into the lead on the fourth lap. 





Paterson and Chivington battled over 
the second spot ahead of Dan Warren, 
Jones, Hugh Humble, Tommy Byars, 
Mike Callahan, Rocco Giorno, Victor 
Schaefer and Gerold Smith. A pre- 
race favorite, Freddie Spencer 
dropped out on the first lap with a 
seized engine. 


Baldwin was never significantly 
pressured and went on to win easily. 
Chivington soon decided the battle for 
second was in his favor and also rode 
easily to the checkered flag. Patterson 
held on to third, with Byars moving up 
into the fourth spot, well back of the 
leaders. Humble dropped out, while 
Smith made good progress through the 
pack to wind up fifth. 


On Saturday, Baldwin had faced a 
nearly identical field in the 24-mile 
Formular 2 final, which was open to 
350 as well as 250cc machinery. 
Baldwin started on the 11th row, and 
caught leader Dan Warren shortly 
beore the white flag. Warren closed it 
to less than a bikelength at the 
checkered, but Baldwin held. 

In the Open Superbike race, Billy 
“The Bullet” Addington appeared to 
be the winner, after he took the lead 
on the first lap and opened up a small- 
but-consistent lead over 750 Triumph- 
riding Jon Minonno. But Addington 
was disqualified after the race, 
reportedly for lack of a self generating 
lighting system. Minonno was declared

Pridmore and Greene took their 
TZ750-powered chair to the sidecar 
win, but not without a helluva scrap. 
The Fred Hopp/Bill Alston Kawasaki

What To Look For! 


1. STARTBREAKER 
This is where all the motorized madness begins! The gate drops and 24 riders race frantically for a 
long sloping jump with each straining for that split-second edge that will allow him to be one of the 
|:  onlytwo riders that can fit into the first tight turn. Imagine the 500 Ib. circus fat lady trying to fit into 
Farrah Fawcett's girdle! 
2. COCA COLA CATAPULT 
Digging out of the high berms in the first turn and onto a 300' straightaway the riders are suddenly 
faced with this 7 ft. high speed jump, it is actually the Coliseum's Insanity Ridge transplanted that 
launches them into the next obstacle. . . 
3. THE BOOMERANG 
Centrifugal force compresses bike suspensions all the way as the racers enter this double berm at high 
speed. Taking the high bank turn almost horizontally they slingshot out as their suspensions unload 
and shoot them forward... . 
4. HONDA HIMALAYAS 
A frightful set of high and low whoop-de-doos that threaten a rider's stability probably more than any 
other obstacle on the track. The distance is staggered between these highs and lows to break a rider's 
rhythm and if you see a rider trying to get his speed up enough to skip a whoop or two you're also 
liable to see a sudden unplanned dismount!

Hannah clinches title as Staten tops Li 
Whitney; Sun, Boone injured

LAKE WHITNEY, TX, OCT. 29 - 


It was a day of mixed emotions at Lake Whitney 
Cycle Ranch for the sixth round of the seven 


race 1978 Trans-AMA MX Series. Bob “Hur- 
ricane” Hannah destroyed the motocross history 


books as expected and brought 
to an end a year-long winning 
streak with his domination of 
the 1978 Trans-AMA Series. In 


the process Hannah became the first 
American to win the series title since it 


began in 1970. 
Backing up Hannah's stellar perfor- 
mance was Yamaha teammate 


"Rocket Rex" Staten who made the 
Lake Whitney race his first major 
victory. Rex took his Dave Osterman- 
prepared works OW-39 Yamaha to 1-3 
moto placings for the day's overall win 
ahead of England's Graham Noyce on 
the factory RC-450 Honda, with 
Hannah having to settle for third after 
a first moto crash. s 

Once again, Hannah's winning 
420cc works Yamaha was prepared to 
perfection by mechanic Keith 
McCarty for the’ dynamite duo's third 
major title win of the season. 
Ironically though, Hannah had the 
final points needed to clinch the title 
handed to him easily when Roger 
DeCoster was involved in an opening 
moto crash and was forced to retire 
with an injured knee. DeCoster, four- 
time Trans-AMA MX Series 
Champion for Suzuki, was holding , 


down a distant second place in the 
point standings going into the race but 
still had a theoretical chance at 
beating Hannah out of the champion- 
ship. 

The Trans-AMA Series needs 
drastic revisions to return it to the pure 
form of natural terrain racing it grew 
from with its roots planted firmly in 
European soil. DeCoster and the other 
top Europeans have claimed time and 
time again the American tracks are 
“too fast and not challenging enough.” 

This year the design of American 
motocross tracks has seen a dramatic 
shift to high speed injury-inducing 
courses. More factory riders have been 
injured this year than ever before. All 
of Team Honda and half of Team 
Yamaha has been lost to injuries 
during this year. 

Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch has to 
be the turning point. Chuck Sun was 
rushed to the hospital unconscious 
and in serious condition with leg and 
possible internal injuries after a wide- 
open third gear encounter with a four- 
foot wide oak tree used as a trackside 
boundary. 


Sun wasn't the only one. Mickey 


Boone broke his leg during the

morning's practice session trying to 
avoid two other downed riders in his 
way. Maico's Darrell Shultz was 
involved in a getoff that broke his 
front teeth and put him out for the 
day. Texas rider Bobby Pickard was 
also seriously injured.

The pile-up which involved Roger 
DeCoster occurred in the opening 
moto. "Kent Howerton was trying to 
pass me way too fast for the corner we 
were going into," explained Roger. 

Suzuki teammate — Howerton 
recounted what happened. "Suddenly 
I had looked up and saw a bike lying 
down in the berm in front of me. 
There was nowhere to go! I had just 
gotten a real good drive off the berm 
in the last turn and was really going 
way too fast. I must have been going 
70 miles an hour at least. Roger was 
only going half that fast as I came up 
on him. I might have made the turn or 
overshot the berm safely, but my path 
was blocked by the downed bike in the 
berm. I couldn't avoid hitting Roger." 

Howerton was left with a bruised 
leg, but went out to do well in the 
second moto anyway. DeCoster retired 
from the first moto after the crash, but 
came back to pull an excellent start in 
third place in the second moto. He 
passed Gary Semics for second and was 
closing on Hannah for the lead when 
his injured knee and foot became too 
painful and Roger pulled back in to 
the pits. 

Hannah was also involved in one of 
the many first moto crashes while 
trying to work up from a poorstart. . 


“I just went into this turn where 
some other riders were already falling 
down. I thought I could jump my way 
over one of the bikes in front of me, 
but it lifted up and my front end got 
caught under it and I went down." 

Honda's Jim Pomeroy had been 
running second after losing his 
opening moto holeshot to Rex Staten 
in the first laps. But then Pomeroy lost 
the Honda in a turn and had to 
recover from the back of the pack. 
Semics was running hot, only to pitch 
his Can-Am away in the whoops and 
have it cartwheel through the 
mechanic's area. 

“It's like a freeway out there.” 
That's how Pat Moroney described it: 
“The bumps never got bad enough to 
make anyone slow down from running 
flat out. It was just rough enough to 
keep you on the edge of being out of 
control all the time.” 

The Lake Whitney Cycle Ranch 
track has some natural terrain wooded 
sections which might have made 
excellent additions to the course, but 
rather being left in its natural state the 
entire course was bulldozed to death. 
Every section was smooth and fast. In 
practice just one line developed as 
berms built up. But such is the case of 
most of the tracks now on the National 
circuit. Promoters and AMA officials 


_ only need to look at the last foothold of

One of the few high points of the 
weekend was the fact that Ron 
Pomeroy won the Support class on his 
CR:250 Honda, sponsored by big 
brother Jim Pomeroy. Ron has been 
racing the entire Series, but has been 
suffering such miserable luck that he 
has hardly made the results sheets. 

“J twisted my ankle in the first moto 
while I was leading. That kind of 
messed up my rhythm and I didn't 
think I could hold off Reid," said 
Pomeroy.

Sanford storms 
Cowbell National 


Enduro

BELLINGHAM, WA, OCT. 22 


Team Honda's Don Sanford pushed his XR500 
thumper through the Washington forest to win 
the 125-mile Mt. Baker M.C. Cowbell AMA. 
National Enduro with a six point score. It was 


It was the Texan's second straight 
National Enduro win. 

Yes Virginia, there is a Belling- 
ham, and there is a Cowbell En- 
duro. Just don't ask the locals or 
anyone other than a Mt. Baker M.C. 
member in this town of 41,000. They 
wouldn't know what you were talking 
about. 

For the 48th consecutive year the 
Mt. Baker Motorcycle Club has run 
the Cowbell and not one poster or flyer 
could be seen sticking to a window of a 
gas station, grocery store or motor- 
cycle shop, which is sad because the 
area of the event deserves better. With 
well over 180 active members, posters 
could have been posted south. to 
Seattle and north to Vancouver, B.C. 
I make mention of this only to point 
out the fact that we are not getting 
the word out. The sport deserves 
better. 

For the first time in five years it 
didn't rain on the Cowbell. The 
weather was clear as the morning 
dawned and bikes began rolling into 
the sound test area. The key time was 
8:01 a.m. and the last rider was out at 
past minute 50. 

First riders out were Fred Dunham, 
Fred Stanley and Hal Mason. By the 
time they reached the corduroy log 
trail, Rob James, on minute two had 


gone in front: As he began his assault 


on corduroy he went face down in the 
snot and all who he had passed re- 
passed and the run was on. 

Don Stanford (Hon) was on minute 
10. As he came through corduroy, the 
Open class thumper was handling well 


and he was on time. He was still on 
time as he left the difficult section. 
Rick Munyon (Hon) also ram this 
section well as did Dick Burleson 
(Hus). 

Burleson's new Husky, with 11.8" of 
travel was looking very good as it 
soaked up all the roughness corduroy 
could give it. What was really rough 
was smoothed like spreading hot 
peanut butter. King Richard, riding 
out on the 14th minute, had picked u 
seven points into check one. This is 
where the controversy centered. Mike 
Hannon (Yam) lodged an official 
complaint because of thise check. The 
complaint stated that the speed 
change to the first check was %oths of a 
mile too short from what was on the 
route card. He maintained that 
whoever laid out that section had a 
speedometer error. His point could be 
well taken and the AMA will have to 
decide as the club official, Lyle 
Duronso, dis-allowed it, maintaining 
that other speedo's were used to check 
it out and it checked out OK. 

There is room for conjecture, 
however, as Hannon's YZ was taken 
out to re-check for first several sections 
and the same reading was registered 
by the club rider who rode the section 
on Mike's bike. The other sections 
read true. Burleson, who had a seven 
into the first check also felt it was off 
and re-rode the section along with 
AMA District 27 Congressman, Fred 
Boettner. Boettner rode an IT. The 
whole incident began to take on 
enormous proportions as Sanford said 
he would protest the protest, stating.a 
clause in the AMA rulebook, The final 


decision, as stated, is up to the AMA. 

Sanford had run into this section 
with a two minute penalty and zeroed 
the next two and didn't lose another 
until check four where he again lost 
two. By the finish he'd lost two more to 
total a six. Rick Munyon ran very well 
on his new 250cc Honda. If, as they 
say in the ads, this is the sound of the 
future, it’s going to be very quiet in 
the woods. You had to really listen to 
hear them, if they weren't in a pack 
with other bikes. 

Charles Bethard (Bul) rode his usual 
smooth ride to pick up the first place A 
rider award. Charlie just takes them as 
they come and for a man of 46, sull 
can look forward to many years of 
competition. 

At a rock face in section two near 
Cub. Creek, many riders overshot the 
turn. Sitting there, way ahead of time, 
was King Richard himself. He had to 
enjoy himself at this point even though 
his speedo had gone south. He had a 
prime view as the less talented riders 
fought their way up the face. On one 
Occasion, a rider was making his way 
up the section which has to move you 
directionally right again and another 
rider, a bit impatient, .decided to hit 
the face. Well he might have made it 
had he waited two seconds longer. 
Kazamm, into the other rider, a 
perfect T-bone. They both bit granite. 
Burleson watched all this from below 
and when he figured he was back close 
to his minute, snicked it into gear and 
did what he does so well, right up the 
steepest, smoothest part of the face, 
clicked a slight crossup and 
disappeared into the brush. 

Hannon on the YZ pulled a similar 
move to pass another rider on the face, 
but his timing was perfect to effect the 
pass with no contact. Hannon does 
look smooth on the blue bike. The 
weather did a fine job all day as the 
event wound its way from 500' to near 
4,200”. 

At Porter Creek trail, the event 
could have had its first serious 
problem. A C rider on an IT175 
blitzed a fast sweeper only to lose soil 
when he went wide and over a cliff into 
a ravine nearly 75 yards below. He 
bailed in time, only to slide down to 
his bike. If it had been the other way 
around the tale would not read well. 
He rode the bike back but not until six 
grown men pushed and clawed and 
sweated the blue machine back to the 
top. 

Brian Johnson (Suz), a B rider when 
he began the run, became an A rider 
at event's end with the excellent ride 
he turned in. 

The club does have a few things to 
learn and like Sanford said, if they 
only could be run the same across the 
country. The locals are used to their 
way. The Pros go from one area to 
another and need to have consistent 
events. The one big improvement this 
club could employ would be time-in 
check at each check. This was duly 
noted and will be used next year. No 
one disliked the layout of the course. 
They whouldn't have, it was excellent. 
Lyle Duronso said it best, "we thank 
the double A riders for telling us what 
we did wrong so good." е

motorcycles 


We sent our reporter to Sacramento to meet the two major candidates 
for Governor of California in the Nov. 7 election. The current Governor 
did not respond to our invitation, but here's what current Attorney 
General Evelle J. Younger had to say about the way State Government 
would be if he is elected Governor. 


First of all, General Younger, do you 
prefer to be called by your formal 
title of “General” or do you prefer 
“Mister?” 

My friends call me Ev. 

Do you have any preliminary 
thoughts that you would like to 
express about motorcycles? 

Well, yes. I have ridden motorcycles 
and I think that they're a lot of fun. I 
don't presently own a motorcycle, but 
I have a lot of people working in my 
office that do, and when I need one, I 
can always borrow one from them. 
What is your personal philosophy 
with respect to the classification of 
public lands as wilderness? For 
example, the vast majority of off- 
road vehicle enthusiasts recognize 
the need for some areas to be 
classified as wilderness. However, in 
our opinion, there is too much 
wilderness, and this is impacting 
upon recreation as well as the 
economy. 

There is a need to preserve wilderness 
areas since this country is still growing 
and developing, and wilderness is a 
limited commodity which must be 
protected. But there are forces in this 


country and in this state that would 
stop all growth, and this is not possible 
or desirable. Natural resources can be 
managed and are being managed. 
Like fish and wildlife, wilderness areas 
can be included in a management 
program. 

Present-day laws require provision 
of access to buildings, structures, 
transportation, etc., for 
handicapped persons. Why should 
handicapped persons be denied 
access to the public lands as is 
happening in the case of wilderness 
classifications? 

Parks, as well as all public lands, 
should not be exclusively for the able- 
bodied. Handicapped, aged, and even 
those with young families should be 
able to use them. As Attorney 
General, I have enforced the rights of 
handicapped people to equal 
treatment, and I would do so as 
Governor. 

What are your personal feelings 
about Regulatory Agencies going far 
beyond the original intent of 
legislation? 

One of the most serious problems 
America faces today is over-regulation. 


Some brakes must be put upon 
bureaucratic regulation, whether it 
takes the form of “sunset laws” or 
outright elimination of agencies. 
Unless the great growth of regulatory 
agencies and the regulations they 
produce is stopped, there is real doubt 
that our present form of government 
can be maintained. 


What are you personal feelings with 
respect to vehicular recreation? 
Vehicular recreation is certainly no 
different than boating and aquatic 
sports or horseback riding. As long as 
safety is maintained and property 
rights are respected, it should be 
encouraged. 

If you are elected Governor, will the 
off-roaders have access to you and 
your staff? 

As Attorney General, I have been 
available to anyone who had 
legitimate problems to discuss, and I 
would continue the same policy as 
Governor. 

If elected, will we be able to count on 
your support when we butt heads 
with Federal mandates? 

When legitimate state interests are 


threatened by federal regulation, I will 
represent the people of California as I 
have done in the past as Attorney 
General. > 3 
What are your feelings with respect 
to “Big Brotherism?” Do you feel 
that government intervention in 
personal and private lives, under 
whatever guise, is warranted? 

It is not warranted except where 
absolutely necessary where the health 
and safety of citizens are concerned. 
The Federal Government, through 
the Department of Transportation, 
has been attempting to convince state 
governments and the public in 
general that mandatory headlight 
laws will make motorcycles more 
visible and thereby reduce motor- 
cycle accidents. While this appears 
logical on the surface, there is also 
strong supportive evidence of 
increased accidents as the results of 
“headlight on” laws. What is your 
opinion of this type of “Big Brother- 
ism? : 
Laws are not made by the Governor; 


‘they are made by the legislature... As 


Governor, I would have the right, to 
approve or veto such laws. х 

We now have a mandatory 
headlight law, effective with 
motorcycles manufactured and first 
offered for sale on January 1, 1978, 
and thereafter. This law is not 
retroactive, meaning that it does not 
apply to motorcycles that were 
manufactured prior to January 1, 
1978. This law was enacted under the 
Brown Administration. 

If there is strong supportive 
evidence that mandatory headlight 
usage is a contributing factor to 
motorcycle accidents, then legislation 
should be introduced to have the 
existing law repealed. If the 
arguments that were offered in 
support of the repeal were convincing 
enough to influence the legislature, 
then it would only be natural that they 
should convince me, in which case I 
would approve the repeal. Further, as 
Governor, I would direct the Office of 
Traffic Safety to make an in-depth 
study to determine, impartially, the 
validity of the claims that the Federal 
Department of Transportation is 
making in this respect. 


Still on the subject of “Big 
Brotherism," I am certain that you 
are aware of the Federal 
Government's position on mandatory 
helmet laws for motorcyclists. Here 
again, the DOT is issuing misleading 
facts and data in the hope of 
convincing state governments and 
the general public that the wearing 
of a helmet will reduce the severity 
of accidents. 

While this again appears logical, 

there is again strong supportive 
evidence that helmets may be taking 
more lives than they are saving due 
to the nature of their construction. 
What is your opinion of this 
situation? 
It is my understanding that the 
Federal Government has contracted 
with a major university to conduct a 
study of this entire matter. However, I 
have been led to believe that the study 
may be somewhat partial if for no 
other reason than it is being federally- 
funded with the government setting 
the perameters. Here again, 1 would 
ask the. Office of Traffic Safety to 
conduct an impartial study if, and 
only if, the people of this state felt that 
such a study was warranted. 

In 1974, the California Office of 
Traffic Safety conducted such a study 
with the conclusion that, "There are 
no stable statistical trends ..to 
document that mandatory helmet 
legislation will reduce the number. of 
motorcycle accident fatalities, the 
motorcyclist fatality to injury ratio or 
the fatal accidents to 10,000 registered 
motorcycles ratio." I am content with 








"that finding and personally see no 

` need to pursue the matter further. I 
“will not allow the Federal Government 
to overly influence my judgement in 
this matter. 

What are your feelings with respect 
to motorcycle education and 
training? 
I feel that motorcycle safety awareness 
through motorcycle education and 
training will be far more effective in 
reducing motorcycle accidents than 
any attempt to mandate so-called 
safety regulations. 


'The Off Highway Vehicle Program, 
administered by State Parks & 
Recreation, is very improtant and 
significant to off-roaders because it is 
their “self-imposed tax” to be used in 
Toc ing facilities for their use. 
integrity of the OHV Program 
is questionable due to the current 
structuring ой the SP&R 
Department. Off-roaders would like 
to see the OHV Program organized 
in the same manner as the 
Department of Navigation and 
Ocean Development which is a 
separate entity but performing the 
same function for boaters. What 
would be your reaction to such a 
request if you were elected Governor? 
While I am opposed to the creation of 
new agencies which increase the size of 
government, I am not opposed to 
giving old programs new emphasis. I 
would certainly consider the legitimate 
needs. of off-road vehicles and 
restructure the department if this was 
required to effectively administer the 
program. 
With respect to the previous state- 
ments regarding the Off Highway 
Vehicle Program, the off-roaders 
feel that the present Department of 
Parks & Recreation places too much 
emphasis on “‘parks” and very little 
on “recreation.” We feel that this 
imbalance is due to the present 
appointments to key positions of 
people that interject their own 
personal preferences as “perceived 
priorities” rather than listening to 
the demands of the user-public. If 
elected, will you make appointments 
of managers to these agencies or 
should we expect to see a 
continuation of the present practice 
of paying off political favors? 
I expect to make appointments based 
upon the knowledge and qualifications 
of appointees and not upon 
preconceived priorities. 
What are your personal feelings 
about freeway construction? 
The people of the state who use the 
highways are taxed to support the 
freeway system. This is the people's 
money and it should be used to 
maintain, support, and complete the 
freeway system as it was intended. The 
bighways are needed for a healthy 
economy and a growing population. 
Motorcycles are highly fuel-efficient, 
and many persons would commute 
by motorcycle if there were proper 
incentives, such as reduced toll 
bridge fares, use of special lanes 
designated for car pools, reduction of 
road surface hazards such as iron 
grating and grooved pavement. 
What would be your reaction to our 
requests for such incentives from the 
regulatory agencies? 
Motorcycles are licensed vehicles and 
should not be discriminated against. I 
would support any program which 
made their use more safe and 
convenient. 
Thank you, General Younger. Do 
you have anything further to add? 
Only this: The motorcyclists need a 
new Governor, and for the most part, 
they need new heads of the agencies 
which regulate them. This will only 
come about if I receive their vote on 
November 7. I hope your readers will 
keep this foremost in their minds when 
they go to the polls on Election Day.

Bruce Penhall came home for a three-month 
vacation from the European speedway scené, 
but after only one week on U. S. soil, he was 
back in action at J. C. Agajaninan’s Ascot 


Park for the National Long 
Track Speedway Championship. 
In the first of two events on the 
half mile oval, Penhall topped 
the 32-rider field and took 1600 points 
toward the final round at Ascot on 
Nov. 8. 


Bruce was the 1977 points leader on 
the big oval and the odds-on favorite 
to win, but 16-year-old Shawn Moran 
was the guy to beat because of his 
outstanding record this season on the 
quarter-mile track. As it worked out 
after 21 events, it would be Jack Kee, 
Ron Preston, Shawn Moran and Bruce 
Penhall in the final event. 

Preston's bike suffered a flat tire as 
they were lining up for the start. He 
was given a back-up bike, but it was 


running poorly, so a third bike was 
brought out. The starting gate went 
up, and Moran and Penhall went into 
turn one side by side. 

As they went onto the back 
straightaway, Moran took. over. 
Penhall got the lead back as they went 
into turn three and again Moran took 
over as they came onto the front 
straight. The race went like that for 
three laps, with the lead changing 
several times every lap. But fourth and 
final trip around was all Bruce 
Penhall's, and he took the checkered 
flag for his first victory of the year in 
the USA. e.

Rams’ D-37 hare 
scrambles: 
Balentine keeps 
on winning

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, OCT. 29 

KTM's Bob Balentine had to 
draw on all his resources to 
come from fourth place to win 
the demanding Rams AMA D-37 


hare scrambles. Crown Cycle's “Flyin” 
Mike Eckardt scored an impressive 
second overall, first 250cc; first 
Amateur Jim Delliplaine tagged home 
at fourth overall. 

Shortly before nine, the racers were 
lined up and ready to go. Glancing up 
at the 60 Minutes helicopter hovering 
to the left, each one was hoping for a 
super start and a shot at some TV 
footage. The start line ignited, six 
seconds later the roar reached the 
bomb. The covey of weekend play- 
riders had their lawn chairs on the 
rocky knoll and waited in awe, since 
they had never witnessed a desert race. 

A super fast dust trail shot across the 
lower part of the valley basin and the 
TV camera trained in. Making a 
sweeping right turn the orange and 
black of Bruce Ogilvie’s Harley 
machine could be seen. 

About the same time Ogilvie came 
into view, the roar of the big KTM 
could be seen flying along the edge of 
the foothills. Balentine shot up the 
ravine WFO, driving the spectators 
wild. Jumping the access road, Ogilvie 
cut in front and the battle was on. 
New Viewfinder Jeff Matthews (Yam) 
was- in third, -ahead of Eddie. Zarp, 


Steve Eckardt and Jay Orendorff. Bill 
Becker was the next bike through 
followed by Checker Greg Thomas, 
running first 250cc Amateur, then 
Yamaha Motor Co. -sponsored Brian 
Wright, Bill Krause-sponsored Dick 
Camp (running first Senior Open) and 
then John Prater Jr. of the Desert Rats. 

As the racers spread out, the course 
headed for Soggy. Finally turning left, 
the ribbon led the racers down one of 
many roads and lanes. Between the 
dust and the tight turns, Kenny Dodd 
couldn't get past John Beems. Tom 
Purdy was just ahead adding to the 
visibility pollution. Bob Burch entered 
the rock hard mogul section; Rich 
Hall was on the pegs in the small 
whoop section. Bill Larson was 
following Charlie Morris into the sand 
when suddenly Charlie dropped out of 
sight. The dune had two abrupt 
dropoffs, then the course turned right 
paralleling the big dune and then left 
again down another tricky, windy 
lane. | 

Joel Stankavich kept on “Big Bud” 
Wheeler's fender stickie all the way to 
the wash crossing. Pete Kapko and 
Mike Castro followed Simi Valley 
Yamaha's Pete Andelman into the first 
section of the big windy wash then 
jumped out to the left. Gale Evans and 
Red Austin dove into the wash crossing 
then headed across the long valley. 
` Craig Kinnamon, Marv Van Sickle 
and Danny Ashcraft had their bikes 

as they started up the long 

gradetoward check one. Rod Swetland, 
Mike Martin, Ken Oviatt and Chris 
Bosen had a hard time keeping the 
engine running in the loose-face, rock- 
strewn downhill but once at the 
bottom it wasn't long before the racers 
were in wall to wall rocks. Nobody did 
any passing here, it was all they could 
do to stay on their bikes. 

At this point, Balentine and Ogilvie 






got off track and headed up the jeep 
trail used in the last two races. This 
put the new guy Jeff Matthews in the 
lead and boy was he pumped. Number 
0191 was running 46th right behind 
the scourge of the senior C class, 
Desert Viper Ron Milligan. Number 
085x was right behind first C bike 
expert Ron Hall of SoCal. Francis 
Christensen trying to close the gap on 
George Zuber, because Christenson 
needs only one more first to nail down 
number one 250cc Senior. Dick 
Burley, second 250cc Senior, and 
Kevin Sheehe were heading across 
country as the windy wash dribbled 
out into the flatlands. 

Dave Deichman began to realize he 
was in country he hadn't seen before. 
Randy Brown and Roger Toubeaux 
experienced the same feeling as the 
canyons and rock formations were 
deep amber and bleak looking. Fred 
Cole followed Maico riders Tim 
Fitzpatrick into some really new stuff. 
Jumping the first two boulders in the 
trail, Tim had a feeling things were 
going to get worse be 
better. George McClellan and Ron 
Surbeck experienced the first tricky 
uphill that shot out of the narrow 
wash. Phil Cloward was attacking the 
second uphill. Charging into the three 
foot step, Phil leaned over the bars, 
pulled himself way up on the tank and 
gassed the Bul to the top of the loose 
surface hill. 

From there on it was a windy treck 
down to the bottom of the mountain. 
Dick Harris headed down the flat wash 
with Gary Niederhuth and Lou 
Monterone not far ahead. Verlin Van 
Zee couldn't believe the high-rock- 
walled narrow wash that zig-za| 
through the mountain.

Jeff Matthews 
held the lead into the pits; Mike 
Eckardt was next, making his Yammie 
sing; Bob Balentine shot by next and 
then Jay Orendorff. - 

The second loop was about as action 
packed as any race around. Ogilvie 
continued on even though he missed a 
check and he and Balentine had a 
battle royale. Once past Bruce, Bob 
set his sights on the young leader, 
Matthews. 

Out in the rocks, Jeff could hear the 
awesome KTM and it turned his blood 
cold. Figuring he had to put some 
distance on Bob, he extended himself 
a little too much and centerpunched a 
Beginner. Unhurt he watched the 
master of the dez cruise by into first. 
Jim Delliplaine and Greg Thomas 
were neck and neck all the way around 
the course. Just past the rocks in a 
windy wash, Greg stuffed the front end 
and down he went letting Jim past for 
good. Tony Greaves just couldn't have 
had it better as he led Dick Camp 
down the homeward stretch. Brian 
Wright moved up eight positions to 
settle in behind Steve Eckardt at sixth. 

The dust trail could be seen coming 
out of Victor Pass so much faster than 
all the rest. The crowd started looking 
at their watches then started running 
for the finish line. Balentine took the 
checkered, shut off the big bike and 
was swarmed by well wishers. Eckardt

rode a superb race and finished second 
overall, first 250cc Expert. The most 
improved dude in the dez, Jay 
Orendorff was third overall second 
Open Expert. Jim Delliplaine, another 
super improved racer, took the 250cc 
Amateur trophy at fourth overall.

McCasland wins 
CRC Golden Bear

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, OCT. 22 
Howard McCasland and his 400cc 
Yamaha came from several rows 
back at the start to capture Cali- 
fornia Racing Club's Golden 
Bear hare and hound physically as well 
as by time. Jeff Matthews (400 Yam) 
was a close second, finishing a 
minute back. 

When the first row of five Experts 
left-the line it was 10 a.m. Every 30 
seconds a row of riders would head 
down a left hand sweeping fireroad.

The trophy presentation at Unadilla had been over for almost an hour, yet there, in 
the semi-darkness between dusk and nightfall, stood winner Roger DeCoster, 
signing autographs as the wind whipped snowflakes around the cluster of fans still 
surrounding him. Earlier, the mass of humanity waiting for an autograph or to ask 
a question had been so huge that DeCoster was lost from sight. Some fans on the 
fringe of the crowd had abandoned their place, feeling that it would be useless to 
wait. They were wrong. Just as he had answered questions after the trophy presen- 
tation until there were no more to answer, so Roger would sign autographs and talk 
to the fans until there was nobody left. 

It is this type of gesture, this rapport with the fans, that has elevated DeCoster in- 
to the realm of superstar. But DeCoster is more than that, for he is a World Cham- 
pion in every sense of the word. 

Few persons have contributed as much of themselves in recent years toward fur- 
thering the sport of motocross as DeCoster. However, at age 34, and with five 500cc 
World Championship titles, four Trans-AMA titles, and unbounded international 
acclaim, DeCoster finds himself nearing the end of his career. 

Had he won his sixth title this year, he would have retired. But DeCoster did 
not, and placed third behind Heikki Mikkola and Brad Lackey for his worst finish 
inthe GP's in eight years. 

Many felt that after a practice accident in March of this year which almost cost 
him his life and required removal of his spleen, DeCoster would have retired. “The 
doctors told me that had I not been a man of sport, had I not already begun my 
training preparations for the coming season,” recalled DeCoster, "I probably would 
have died. My heart beat was 140 beats per minute for two hours after the accident, 
and 1 was literally running on empty because I required six quarts of blood.” 

DeCoster is not a quitter. Yet he has already made up his mind that 1979 will be 
his last year - if he decides to ride. The following conversation took place at 
Unadilla before DeCoster had won overall. The Suzuki pits were full of admirers 





yet no one moved to disturb DeCoster as he talked... 


"I was going to come to the Trans- 
AMA as a spectator this year because I 
"had so many problems in the past 
season,” said DeCoster in response to a 
question on why he was racing. “I 
think I needed a rest, but U.S. Suzuki 
insisted very much that I ride the 
series. 

“I would have preferred to spend 
some time in Japan after the GP's 
working on next year's bike, doing 
testing and then maybe coming and 
helping the riders on the team here 
with what we had tested in Japan. 
However, it was preferred that I ride, 
so here I am. 

“The month of March, when I had 
my accident, is when we do all the pre- 
season testing. With the accident, we 
lost all that time so that we have been 
playing catch-up for the year. We 
have been working on the bike quite a 
bit. But we wasted a lot of time at the 
beginning of the year because some of 
the people in the Suzuki factory 
thought the reason we weren't winning 
was my accident. They said that I 
must do more practice to get fit again 
because the bike is good. I tried to 
convince myself of that also. But when 
you look back at the season, though, 
the other riders in Europe and the 
U.S. really did no better than I. To me 
that seemed to confirm that there was 


something wrong with the bike. 

"I believe that my riding is not so 
bad. The loss of my spleen doesn't ef- 
fect. me. Maybe I don't risk as much 
now because I have had a couple of 
accidents that were very bad. Perhaps 
my motivation is not as strong as it 
used to be because of the bike and the 
problems we had. I worked very hard 
at the beginning of the season to get 
back in shape from my accident. I had 
only one month to train, but I finished 
second overall in the first GP (behind 
Mikkola) which is not too bad. 

“But actually the bike was so much 
slower than the competition that there 
was no way that you could compete. 
You had already lost at the start, and 
on top of that we had breakdowns. 
Halfway through the season, I got so 
tired of having no chance of winning 
the title. When you cannot win any- 
more, how much motivation can you 
have? 

“It was a frustrating season from 
that standpoint,” continued DeCoster. 
"But I always tell myself that 1 am 
lucky that I am alive and healthy. 
Maybe I am not riding as fast as 
before, But at least I feel healthy again 
and can do what I want to do. Maybe 
if we get the bike sorted out, then I can 
win the World Championship one 
more time. 


"Your plans don't always work out 
perfect. What I would have liked to do 
of course was win the championship 
this year and then stop. Now the fac- 
tory in Japan is realizing that there is 
something wrong with the bike and we 
have to change something, although 
nobody is sure what. 

“If the bike feels really good, and if 
I feel confident with it, then I will try 
one more season and then definitely 
retire. If I feel that the bike does not 
have the potential for winning the 
championship, then I will not ride. 

“There are alternatives I have con- 
sidered, but I am in a difficult position 
since I have been so long with Suzuki 
that my name is synonymous with 
Suzuki. For another factory to take 
me, they would have to put behind it 
also a big advertising campaign to ex- 
plain the reasons why I was riding for 
them. 

"On the other hand, everybody 
knows that I am at.the end (of my 
career). There is a small chance that I 
can win the championship next year. I 
think I have a chance, but I don't 
know if the other people believe it. 

"I think that there are only two or 
three companies with the potential of 


winning the (500cc) World Champion- 
ship. For example, if I were to go to 
Yamaha, the only class I could ride 
would be the 250cc because Heikki 
Mikkola has. an arrangement with 
Yamaha in his contract that there is to 
be only one contender in the 500cc 
class. l'hey would not pit me against 
Mikkola. I am not interested in riding 
the 250cc class and certainly not the 
one-two-five. 

“Honda already has riders in the 
500cc class, so they would probably 
not want me. In the 250cc class, I 
don't believe Honda has the potential 
of winning, because they have never 
contested the World Championship. 
Their bikes are very good here in 
America, but the tracks in Europe are 


different. 
"So you see, there are not that 


many possibilities for me. At the same 
time I still have a one year contract left 
with Suzuki. I am sure there is always a 
way to get out of a contract. But I have 
never broken one, and I would not like 
having to start now. 

“What I wish is that we have the top 
bike again next year,” said DeCoster. 
I know Suzuki can do it. It is only a 
question of being pointed in the right 
direction and working toward the 
goal. I feel that my competing in the 
Trans-AMA could be taking away 





from some of the development of the 
new bikes.” 

For many people following the 
Trans-AMA, the series has become a 
two-rider contest: DeCoster and Bob 
Hannah. 

“Hannah is very fast,” continued 


DeCoster, obviously anticipating 
future questions. “He has the right 
bike, and he matches good with the 
bike, which is very important. Maybe 
if another rider would ride his bikes, 
he would not do so well. It is a good 
combination, and that is very impor- 
tant. 

“He has a lot going for him. He is 
doing very well, and that helps to 
motivate him for the next race and 
especially the Trans-AMA. However, 
it is probably easier than before to 
win, because there are only two Euro- 
peans (DeCoster and Honda’s Graham 
Noyce) riding, and I am not being very 
competitive lately. So who else is going 
to win it? It has to be an American. I 
don't mean that Hannah is not good, 
but the chances are so much greater 
for him, because there are 38 
Americans and only two of us. 

"I would like to see him come to 
Europe for the World Championships. 
Hannah would do well, but he would 
not win in his first (500cc) try. I don't 
say that he could never win the title. 
He could probably take it in a couple 
of years, but he would not win in his 
first try. There should be more Ameri- 
cans competing in the World Cham- 
pionships to make it a truly inter- 
national scene. М 

"European circuits take more ex- 
perience than American tracks. It 
takes more time (to learn how to) go 
fast. Unadilla is probably the track 
closest to being European style." 

At present, DeCoster splits his time 
between a home in his native country 
of Belgium and his home in California 
with his American wife Laurie and 
their son Nigel. With retirement 
looming, where will Roger spend his 
time? 

"I will probably end up spending a 
majority of my time here in the U.S. It 
will depend on what type job I am 
doing and how things work out. I 
like the States very much. There is 
more potential for me to do what I like 
here rather than in Belgium, which is 
a very small country. 

"Suzuki has plans for me to continue 
with them when I retire, and I pro- 
bably will. But right now my thoughts 
are to win one more World Champion- 
ship, so 1 would like them to get 


moving and work for next season.” ¢

in '73 and "74 were exact copies of the 
factory works bikes. Limited production 


hand built exotica at near mass produc- 


tion prices. The bikes were fragile, but in the hands of the 
dealer-selected top local riders they were supposed to go to, 
they were the best racers available. 

Yamaha built up an image with those bikes, and then with 
the more exotic OW factory bikes which followed and continued to carry 
their works team to victory around the world. Meanwhile, Yamaha 
deviated with the YZ line and turned them into less exotic, more reliable 
and mass production oriented bikes. Price went down, but so did per- 
formance in comparison to not only the OW bikes of Team Yamaha, but

the works bikes of other factory teams as well. 5v 

Which brings us to the new 1979 F model bikes just released by Yamaha; 
and in particular to the YZ-250 being raced by Moto-X Fox team rider, 
Danny Turner in the Support class of the Trans-AMA series. In stock foti ~ 
the new YZ-250F is a complete redesign over last year's E model. There's.a 
new frame design with quicker steering head angle and an easy access air; 
box nestled in behind the carburetor. The lightweight engine with six-speed 
gearbox is a carry over from the E model, but there's a new pipe, and 
cylinder porting is much changed to provide a claimed “...5 to 25 percent 
mid-range power increase.” 

The suspension is also new, with travel increased to just about 11 inches 
with Kayaba leading axle air/spring front forks up front. Travel is the 
same out back with a new, shorter monoshock unit and a beefier alumi; 
num swingarm that none of the accessory manufacturers can probably im. 
prove on. 

But despite this nearly complete redesign for the new YZ-250F, it is 
disappointing to see the bike isn't more closely patterned after the OW 
works bikes. This will be an important factor for 1979, particularly when... 
Honda, Suzuki, and Kawasaki have all introduced 250's which at least look... 
like, and in most instances, perform as well as their works counterparts. 

Despite the power increase, and a weight decrease down to 218 pounds, 
the bike in stock form doesn't feel excessively fast. Nor does it feel very light 
and responsive, due in part to the inherent high center of gravity of the 
monoshock unit. It may feel somewhat tank-like in turns as you plow. your 
way around, but it does track well on rough straights with no tendency. to 
swap ends. 

The most significant improvement on the YZ-250F and the other 


' displacement YZ's is the change to a full-floating rear brake. It's a positive 


advantage that's been in use on the works OW's for years, but I think it 
only found its way to the YZ's this new model year because Sukuki brought 
out a full-floating rear brake on their RM's this past season. The rear 
brake has to be used with caution though, since the engine has little 
flywheel effect with its small internal rotor CDI and there just isn't too 
much torque under 3,500 to keep the mill spinning. At least the clutch 
works well enough so you can play Bob Hannah out of the turns to keep 
things from bogging. 

If you've figured by now that we're not too excited over the new YZ-250F 
you're right. It's well built and well engineered. Present YZ riders will find 
it much improved over this past year's model. But for 1979 it will be at 
least two years behind the all-tube frame OW works bikes (the YZ's still 











retain the monocoque rear backbone frame housing the monoshock) and a 
year behind the other Japanese production bikes. 

But, as always, there is hope. The YZ-250F is inexpensive enough that 
modifications can be made to it that won't bust a pro rider's budget. We 
will assume for the time being that most of us know how to go about 
reworking cylinder porting to get the desired power/torque to suite your 
style of riding. Which leaves us with improving the suspension. 

Moto-X Fox is in the business of promoting and selling their excellent 
suspension components, which is the essence of Danny Turner's bike. Do 
you need improved suspension? Bob Hannah is now using longer 11.5-12 
inch travel suspension on his Trans-AMA bike. Broc Glover is using similar 
works Kayaba forks on his YZ-250F in the Support Class. 

The Simons air/spring forks used on Danny's bike are acknowledged the 
best accessory forks you can buy, and the equal of any works forks. Dam- 
ping rods may be selected to provide 10, 11, or 12 inches of travel. The 
aluminum slider legs make the Simons forks lighter than the stock Kayaba 
forks found on the Yamaha, while tube diameter is larger and stronger. 

At the rear ot the YZ there is also close to 11 inches of travel. Yamaha 
completely redesigned their monoshock unit this year to make it lighter 
and more fade proof. The Monocross unit is two inches shorter than last 
year with a finned aluminum body to dissipate heat. Retained are the ex- 
ternal adjustments for both dampening and spring preload, while a new 
tapered wire diameter spring now allows a true progressive spring rate. 
The new shock performs well for short motos of not much more than 15 
minutes, after which the small oil volume in the DeCarbon principle shock 
becomes subject to heat fade. 3 

Moto-X Fox has brought out a new mono AirShox unit for Yamahas, in- 
cluding the new F models, which corrects two problems at once. The first is 
that rear wheel travel can be adjusted out to 12 inches to match longer 
travel front forks, or left at 11 inches to match stock forks. 

The other problem corrected is reliability. Broc Glover experienced ex- 
treme fade on his stock shock at the first Support race of the Trans-AMA 
Series and solved it by switching to anAirShox for Red Bud and Unadilla. 
He went back to the stock unit at Lake Sugar Tree after Yamaha corrected 
the fade and dampening problems with a switch to better quality shock oil. 
Вгос'ѕ shock was also modified internally at the same time to give slightly 
more than 11 inches of travel. These modifications will probably not be 
available from Yamaha though. 

Unlike their regular AirShoxs for conventional bikes which incorporate 
two stage progessive air springs working on both the DeCarbon and Girling 
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(Clockwise from right) 
The Simons air/spring 
forks can be set at 10, 
11 or 12 inches of travel 
with interchangeable 
damping rods.

principles, the Yamaha AirShox unit uses only a single stage, easier to ad- 
just, air spring working on the Girling principle. To gain beter progressive 
spring rates like air/spring forks, the Yamaha AirShox unit contains a 
negative effect internal coil steel spring. And because the mono AirShox 
body contains more internal oil inside a larger area than the Yamaha 
shock, the AirShox unit is less prone to overheating. The AirShox shock is 
also two to three pounds lighter than the Yamaha shock. 

Once you've corrected the suspension on the YZ-250F along with the 
aforementioned cylinder porting, then the new Yamaha will be on an 
equal if not better footing to combat the stiff competition it will be up 
against this coming year. The second of a series of books written in conjun- 
ction with Moto-X Fox and with help from Yamaha is due for publication 
around the first of December. The Moto-X Fox Guide To Preparing The 
YZ and IT Yamaha For Competition will cover in detail basic preparation 
and advanced modifiations for the engine, chassis and suspension.

Williams on top at 
DeAnza MX

Wheelsmith's David Williams 
pulled off an impressive come- 
from-behind victory in DeAnza's 
250cc Pro class. When he and the 
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other riders crowded into the first turn 
of moto one, it was, as usual, Phil 
Thorstensen of Honda of Corona on 
top. Williams was all over the track in 
the early laps as he tried to make up 
for his poor start. On the second lap, 
he went down while moving in on fifth 
place and dropped back to ninth, 
nearly a quarter of a lap behind 
Thorstensen. 

In the meantime, Redlands Suzuki's 
Danny Burtt had moved into second, 
passing Steve Davis (Hon), 
Thorstensen was already out of range 
and Burtt had his hands full anyway 
just holding second. It was Kawasaki- 
mounted Jim Cooke that held third 
place at the halfway point. Cooke 
pushed Burtt hard for several laps, 
and then took second place for himself. 
Both Cooke and Burtt slowed after 
that, seemingly satisfied with their 
positions and unaware that a hard- 
charging Williams was coming up fast. 
On the ninth lap, Williams passed 
Burtt and one lap later, he took 
Cooke. The Maico pilot had been 
working hard to make up lost ground 
and his efforts had paid off. He 
cruised into second place behind 
Thorstensen knowing what he had to 
do in the final round. 

When they shot off the line the 
second time around, Williams made 
his plans clear to everyone. He took to 
the front of the pack and was never 
seen anywhere else. Thorstensen was 
all alone in second place while Scott 
Quick (Suz) held off David Hopkins 
(Suz) for third. Cooke was back in 
sixth, but put in a charge that 
eventually took him to third place, not 
far behind Thorstensen. The overall 
results went Williams, Thorstensen, 
Cooke, Hopkins and Quick. 

The 250cc Intermediates also had a 
good race. Robert Ripley got the moto 
one holeshot on his '79 Honda.

Stewart 
and Ripley, who have been battling 
each other since they were both 
Novices, got into a really good dice on 
the second lap that lasted the entire 
race. They were riding so close to one 
another that it was often hard to tell 
who was ahead. Ripley fell on the 
white flag lap and gave Stewart a 
second place behind Winters. The 
finishing order was Winters, Stewart, 
Ripley, Ballenback and Cannon.

Marquez and 
Mythen master 
Sand Hill MX

BRENTWOOD, CA, OCT. 15 

A field of only 73 riders showed 
up for a usually crowded Sand 
Hill Ranch Sunday MX but the 
smaller number of entries per 
moto didn’t hurt the competition any, 
in fact, it made the races that much 
tighter. 250cc Expert Mike Marquez 
holeshot the first race of the day only 
to have Chris Grewer roost by less than 
one lap into the moto which left him 
battling a very fast Maico rider, Randy 
Losh, for second. Hard pressed to get 
by Marquez, Losh parted company 
with his bike, momentarily dropping 
to fifth behind Curt Wilcox, but he 
quickly charged back up to challenge 
Marquez again for second. Once again 
lightning struck Losh causing him and 
his bike to separate and this time there 
was no time to catch up. Grewer had 
earned the first moto victory, Marquez 
held down second and Wilcox rolled in 
for third. 

Second moto saw Marquez out front 
again closely followed by Wilcox and 
Losh. They stayed less than a bike 
length apart until Losh made his move 
at the levy as they dropped out of sight 
side-by-side. A cheer went up from the 
créwd as Losh came back into sight, 
out front, and began to stretch his lead 
to win by a comfortable four seconds. 
Wilcox saw his third place go away as 
Grewer charged by on the last lap 
right behind Marquez zo finished 
the race in second. 

The Open and 125cc heb 
stormed off the line together, with 
Roger Belgaro leading the Open class 
while Glenn Reinberg took charge of 
the 125s. Belgaro literally wheelied his 


Husky to an easy first moto victory but 
Reinberg had the job of trying to hold 
off a determined Doug Krikorian who, 
in his first race since dislocating his 
shoulder, traded the lead with 
Reinberg sometimes three times a lap 
throughout the race. On the final lap. 
Reinberg let Krikorian get by and 
couldn't get up enough momentum to 
repass allowing Doug to claim the first 
moto. 

Reinberg jumped the next start 
which cost him a penalty of one lap. 
Krikorian simply had to stay ahead of 
the only other 125cc Intermediate 
rider, Ron Bradley, which he did. 
Belgaro remained unchallenged for a 
perfect two moto sweep. 

The dust hadn't begun to settle as 
the Open Experts rounded the first 
turn. Curt Wilcox was out front when 
Randy Losh, hungry for an overall 
victory in at least one of his classes, 
moved on by and without hesitation 
stretched his lead to five seconds. 
Wilcox, trying to make up lost time, 
lost traction in turn seven while 
performing a perfect brody which 
allowed Dave Mythen to scoot by for 
second. Losh's front wheel began to 
toss its spokes, slowing him to third 
gear. Mythen and Wilcox passed up 
Losh and finished in that order. Losh 
rounded the final turn in third, just 
ahead of Alan Kondash and Bill 
McClinton. 

The second moto proved to be a two 
man clash between Wilcox and Losh 
who had replaced his front wheel 
between races. Losh seemed content to 
follow for most of the moto until 
Wilcox was sidelined with a broken 
throttle cable. Randy took the second 
moto victory as Mythen cruised in for 
second, well ahead of Kondash and 
McClinton. 

The 125cc Novice Division I was 
next on the line with 11 eager riders 
ready for action. None were as eager 
as Mike Daws who completely 
dominated both motos. Daws, starting 
from third in the first moto, made 


short work of Roger McCoy and Paul 
Foley to take over the lead finishing 12 
seconds ahead of the pack. The second 
race found Daws working his way up 
from eighth after a spin-out on the 
first lap. By the third lap Daws was 
dicing it out with Paul Foley for 
second with Dave Deshler holding a 
four second lead. Just as Daws was 
roosting his way into second Deshler 
was over shooting the first turn berm 
which was just the break Mike needed 
to clinch a 1-1 sweep.

Berluti and 
Thaheid big winners 
at Reno MX

in Reno, Nevada in three years 
and, although Allen Berluti of 
Reno. put on quite a show for the 
hometown crowd with his double class 
win, the races were marred by an 
accident in the second moto of the 
250cc Novice class which caused the 
event to be ended with five motos 
remaining.

this mess at Washoe Fairgrounds. 


It was the ninth race in the second 
set.of motos when 13-year-old Charles 
Griffis of Reno, who had been working 
as.a flagman, ran onto the track and 
into the path of a 250cc Novice who 
slammed into Griffis. The rider was 
not seriously injured but Griffis suffered 
a broken thighbone along with scrapes 
and bruises. He is in traction in 
Washoe Medical Center where he is 
listed in satisfactory condition. “By the 
time the paramedics got back from the 
hospital it was getting too dark to 
race," said Lee Darby of J & L 


Promotions. 


The races that were completed 
matched up some excellent riders 
especially in the Open Expert class. 
Jeff Cloutier got the holeshot in the 
first moto with Berluti second and 
Dick Buttner third. Those positions 
never changed, possibly because of a 
course that proved to be difficult to 
pass-on, but in the end only two 
seconds separated the three leaders. 
Fourth place went to Jeff Cunningham 
who turned in an outstanding ride 
cofisidering he's been an Expert for 
only about four months. 


In moto two Berluti was first out of 
the;second turn followed. closely by 
Buttner and Cloutier. On the first lap 
Berluti blew the race wide open when 
Cloutier crashed into the back of 
Buttner wedging his leg and front 
forks between Buttner's fender and 
tire. It took five people and three 
quarters of a Berluti lap to separate 
Cloutier from the bike. Berluti went 











unchallenged to win the moto and the 


overall. 
Second overall went to Steve 


Montague with Cunningham taking a 
close third. Buttner showed excellent 
speed as he came from three fourths of 
a lap down to catch the pack in five 
laps on the 1.1-mile course (the motos 
had to be shortened from eight laps to 
five in the second set because of a late 
start and a half-time awards 
ceremony). Buttner got fifth in the 
moto and fourth overall. 

Most of the riders thought the course 
was “pretty neat.” It ran in and out of 
gates, across a large outfield area filled 
with turns, over jumps, and in front of 
a grandstand that produced a good 
view of the entire track. Most also felt 
that it was “kind of hard to pass on,” 
while several others said it was “too 


ow.” 

Berluti didn’t let the “slow” course 
affect him in the only 250cc Expert 
moto that was run — he dusted 
everyone for an easy but impressive 
win. Shawn Hybarger rode well 
enough to collect second place money 
but was simply no match for Berluti. 

The 125s were next and Erik 
Thaheld won both motos handily. In 
the first he passed Steve Vogle at the 
halfway point and finished with a 10 
second lead. In the second he led 
almost the entire race and was never in 
any real trouble. Vogle was in second 
both motos, finishing well ahead of 
third place Mike Darby, both times. 
None of the 125cc Experts seemed too 
closely matched....

Myers and Wosick 
dust Dixon CMC 
MX

DIXON, CA, OCT. 15 

Olympic Cycles number one pilot 
Bob Myers brought a pair of Bill 
Fernandez wrenched Maicos to 
the wind swept desert terrain of 
Dixon's Argyll Park and, riding as only 
the "Antioch Ace" could, chalked up 
double wins in the rough 250cc and 
Open Pro divisions. Moto-X-Fox's 
youngest star Larry Wosick powered 
his ultra trick Suzuki to gain laurels in 
the hectic 125cc Pro action. 

When the gate went down to start 
the day's action “Calfiornia wild child” 
Larry Wosick led the troops around 
the long start sweeper as Phil Crane 
(Suz), Donnie Cantaloupi 
(MXF/Yam), Cloyse Holland (Suz), 
Freddy Becier (Suz), Joey Schlag 
(Yam) and Pat Yoho (Yam) trailed 
behind. Cantaloupi was definitely out 
to score some bucks as he dialed it on 
and rocketed ahead of Crane to gain 
second with his sights set on Wosick's 
tail end. Pat Yoho, aboard his DG 
machine, was showing good form as he 
guided his potent Yamaha past Schlag 
and Holland to grab fifth. Cantaloupi 
suddenly dropped out with 
mechanicals — a broken rod let him 
down. Wosick had built up a 20 
second lead over Phil Crane who in 
turn had.a few seconds on Becier (Dirt 
Werks R&D) and Yoho. Yoho made 
his move and passed Becier to gain a 
hard fought third as the flag ended the 
first moto. 





With a fresh motor nestled in the 
frame of his Yamaha, Cantaloupi 
absolutely disappeared from the rest of 
the 125cc Pros in moto two, but 
Wosick was safely in second, assuring 
his overall win. Pat Yoho and Phil 
Crane were mixing it up with Yoho 
edging out the lean Crane for third. 
Overall 125cc Pro payback went to 
Wosick, Yoho and Crane. 

Robert Myers, David Wood, Ron 
Combs and Donnie Cantaloupi 
rounded the sandy sweeper four 
abreast to start the 250cc Pro show 
with Myers coming out on top. Myers 
and Wood stayed glued together for 
the first half of the moto but Woods 
could never make his way past the 
hard charger. Cantaloupi had settled 
into third while Combs (B&T Kaw) 
was getting pressure from Crane and 
Jerome Hieburger. Bad luck hit 
Cantaloupi twice as his bid was foiled 
again, this time by a broken chain. Up 
front, Maico campaigner Myers used 
every bit of his power on tap to keep 
Jim and Jim Yamaha rider Dave 
Woods at bay in order to take his final 
victory of the day while a steady Phil 
Crane cruised his Honda to a 
profitable third. 


Bummed about both of his opening 
moto troubles, Moto-X-Fox rider 
Donnie Cantaloupi showed why he is 
NorCal number one as he rocketed off 
the gate to lead the entire final 250cc 
Pro moto. Cantaloupi had a 
comfortable 10 second lead over Bob 
Myers, Will Akers (Yam) and Randy 
Pockrant (Rancho Cordova Suz) at the 
halfway mark. Jerome Hieburger was 
fighting his way past Phil Crane 
(Hon), Bill Johnson (Yam), Doug 
McRae (Hon) and Chris Hackman 
(PJ1/Yam) but ran out of time and 
had to settle for a fourth place final 
behind Pockrant, Myers and

Cantaloupi. Overall CMC points went 
to Myers with Crane second and Ron 
Combs grabbing third overall.

Last hurrah for the ring- 
ding street single 


By John Waaser 


When I purchased my present street bike, one 
of the considerations was that it was the last 
bike I felt I would be able to buy which was 


"illegal." 
requirements for importation 
into this country. No longer 
would we be able to purchase 


the really fine motorcycles 
which shifted on the right, or made lots 
of noise, or were afflicted with small 
lights, or lacked batteries. Big Brother, 
we were told, was watching out for our 
interests. I, for one, was not im- 
pressed. 

Therefore, I was very impressed in- 
deed to note that the small firm of 
Bultaco, citing a limited production 
run and other factors as reason for 
their inability to meet the federal de- 
mands, has now been able to import a 
motorcycle which does not meet DOT 
specs. The Streaker is a miniscule 
street machine available in 74cc and 
125cc configurations, with no battery, 


. tiny lights, no emission control, and a 


heart bigger than the whole federal 
bureaucracy. Some concessions were 
made, however, as this machine is af- 
flicted with a stifling muffler which 
quiets it down to conventional levels 
but kills its performance. 


A strictly limited run of approxi- 


mately 350 of the 125cc machines has. 


been imported on a pre-ordered basis. 
This means that they are essentially 
unavailable unless you find a dealer 
willing to sell you his. When we rode 
this machine, there were about a 
dozen left which had not been claimed 
by the dealers who ordered them, and 
might be available. 

If you think Bultaco is strictly a dirt 
bike company, you're quite wrong. 
Bultaco has not imported any street 
bikes since the present distributorship 
evolved in the. mid sixties. But this 
writer has owned two 200cc Metrallas, 
which were imported in the early six- 
ties, and will attest that they are as 


’ That is, it did not meet stiffer DOT 


quick as the YDS2 Yamaha 250cc 
twin of the same period, and more 
nimble. They were not as stable, 
though, nor would they cruise as easily 
at high speeds. 

More recently, Bultaco proposed to 
import their 360cc Montjuich - a box- 
stock Production class winner if there 
ever was one. But problems in getting 
around the fedregs prevented them 
from doing so at that time. 

The Streaker is as obviously dif- 
ferent from other motorcycles, yea 
verily from other Bultacos, as a Harley 
Low Rider is from an English bicycle. 
The gold frame with black bodywork, 
especially when viewed under the 
oblique lighting of a full setting sun, 
makes the machine an eye-catcher. 
You notice immediately that the lines 
of the frame are somewhat unconven- 
tional, though they've been seen 
before. The lines are copied from 
Bultaco's 50cc and 125cc factory road 
racers. 

The wheels, brakes, and tires con- 
tinue the factory racer impression. 
Gold painted cast alloy wheels, with 
tiny disc brakes front and rear and the 
skinniest of tires, are rare on today’s 
crop of pedestrian 125’s. 

Shift and brake levers are well 
tucked in, and the shifter controls a 
conventionally operated six-speed 
transmission. 

Rear inverted shocks are gas Betors, 
while the front forks are conventional 
with 4.7 inches of travel - of which two 
to three inches are used in normal ac- 
tivity. That's plenty for a road bike. 
The two-level seat is surprisingly soft. 
One of the most comfortable, in fact, 
that we've seen. 

Fenders are metal, while the tank 
and side covers are fiberglass. The 
plastic gas cap screws on, while the 


side covers are very easily removable 
just pull out at the back, and slide 
forward. The seat hinges at the back 
to reveal the toolkit. 

A small enduro-type headlight is 
rubber mounted between the fork legs. 
Typical of magneto systems, it dims 
when the revs drop. The horn is louder 
than you'd expect, however, due to a 
small, dry, rechargeable battery. 

We found a stretch of interstate 
highway which was finished, or almost 
so, but not yet opened to traffic, and 
tried 'er out. Then we found a swervey 
country road and scared ourselves. It's 
neat. The 25mm Spanish Bing carb is 
nothing for a 54.2 x 51.5 mm cylinder 
these days, so starting shouldn't be too 
difficult. The drill is both taps on, 
choke it and kick. There's no ignition 
switch. It is a bit cold-blooded, so 
warm it up a bit with the choke on, then 
go easy for the first mile or two. 

The clutch is light, and feels right. 
You do need a few revs to get under- 
way, and it comes on with a burst as 
the rpm's soar. Damn. a machine with 
this image and this heritage needs a 
tachometer-scrap the speedo if neces: 
sary, but give us a tach.

The bike is extremely narrow, 
though the seating position felt really 
right for this. writer's short stature. It 
feels much lighter than its advertised 
dry weight of 187.4 Ibs. It snakes along 
anywhere you'd care to go, and we 
found it stable at moderate speed on 
dirt. 

It is the considered opinion of this 
tester that it would be flat impossible 
to scrape anything on this machine in 
street cornering. The bike had lots of 
pep, but quickly reached a plateau in 
each gear. At that point, power fell off 
abruptly, though there was lots of 
throttle left. This machine had never 
been jetted or timed, so that may be a 
part of the problem, but one can't 
ignore the obviously federally- 
approved pipe as a partial cause. We 
checked this machine out at the 
Massey Brother's Bul-Pen where Tom 
Massey keeps thinking it wants a 125cc 
Pursang pipe. 

At any rate, top speed, again with 
lots of throttle left, was in the neigh- 
borhood of 75mph indicated, though 
Tom said it was su to go over a 
buck. Perhaps the point which most 
consistently amazed, was the ease with 
which this diminutive machine cruised 
down the road at 65mph. You 
wouldn't want to do it hour after hour 
on the interstate, but over back roads 
where speeds must vary a bit from time 
to time, the bike seemed very happy at 
that speed. 

We finally located a stretch of road 
where we thought we might be able to 
scrape something. As we bent into the 
first turn, we discovered a thick patch 
of sand directly in our line. Luckily 
there was no traffic coming. We got 
out of it okay and proceeded at a 
somewhat slower pace, much less іп- 
terested in trying to scrape anything. 
We finally found a сақал EN 
we went through several times, and 
scraped our boot sole by hanging it out 
several inches. It still seems imprudent 
to even try to scrape the pegs on the 
street. The speeds involved would be 
bizarre, to say the least, and the 
slightest change in road texture could 
buy you the farm, complete with 
manure. 

Acceleration is brisk for a one-two- 
five, in spite of the obvious need for a 
tuneup at the high end. Performance 
when tuned should be a trip. Clutch 
and shift action were faultless. The 
Veglia speedometer with trip meter 
could be straight off an enduro 
machine. 

The wheels and tires, or the whole 
bike for that matter, could hang on 
my wall. The lines are exquisite, but 
the finish ranges from to miser- 
able. Oh well, if you get hungry you 
could always peel the orange peel from 
the tank and eat it. 

In sum, the bike is an en eae 
and so typically Spanish.
